er of the tavern—Carl Seif ert He has been 
found in this city, and is recognized by sev- 
eral of the Germans here who came from 
Turzlg, as the keeper of the tavern in ques- 
tion. 
He displayed considerable money 


after he came here last April, and bought 
several building lots. The German Consul 
was notified of the whereabouts of Seifert, 
but he replied last night that he was not 
aware that Seifcrt was wanted in Germany, 
so he had not been arrested. 
Chlef-of-Po- 


lice Ford went to New-York to-day to con- 
sult with the Consul. The theory is that 
these skeletons are the bodies of travelers 
who were murdered and rolfbed. 


Yesterday Mrs. Seifert was seen while 


her husband was away. She explained that 
she and her husband had come to America 
because thoir son-in-law, Carl Schroeder, 
had sent for them. They had kept tiie tav- 
ern at Turaig for four years. 
She knew 


that a search had been made for the missing 
merchant Fuerstenberg, but denied 
all 


knowledge of any dead bodies in the cellar. 
She and her husband had intended. return- 
ing to Germany. They had purchased a lot 
here for &500 and sold it for £450, as they did 
not intend remaining here. 
They did not 


own the tavern at Turzig, but simply leased 
it
